Springfield, Ml., Aug. 21. —[{Special.]—A 
“ domesticated "’ and painfully harmonized 
republican state convention named the above 
state ticket this afternoon in the arsenal in 
a session which lasted just four hours. 

The slate ticket was not In danger at any 
time, and Gov. Deneen won on all points ex- 
cépt two, both of which concerned the plat- 
form. 

Two planks which he wanted in this struc- 
ture were “‘ too much reform ”’ for the man- 
agers, and they threw them out of the win- 
dow. 


Turn Down Governor’s Reforms. 


They refused to commit the party to anti- 
pass legislation and they rvedused to pledge 
the candidates for state treasurer to return 
the interest on public money. 

Gov. Deneen will carry the anti-pass ques- 
tion into the next legislature, and it remains 
for Smulski personally to do what the party 
refused to do-pledge himself not to make 
personal profit from the handling of state 
money. 

The catididate insisted that the pledge 
should go in the platform, and he will make 
it a personal matter now. It is a proposition 
which concerns the state to the extent of 
about $100,000 annually. 

Having shunned the political uplift on these 
two issues, the politicians changed tactics 
and put their ehoulders to the good work in 
another fleld, sticking in the resolutions a 
section favoring legislation to “‘ compel the 
most vigorous and accurate inspection of 
state banks so that losses to depositors shal! 
be reduced to the minimum,” with a corrol- 
lary favofing “ the severest punishment for 
defaulting bank officers and employés.” 


Deneen Angry at His Men. 


_ In spite of the success of the slate and: 
the plans for the organization of the com- 
mittee, the governor is inclined to be wrath- 
ful towards some of his own people tonight 
for their failure to make a better showing 
for his two neglected planks in the meeting 
of the committee on resolutions. Several 
. members of the committee had been request- 
ed to back the propositions and fight to gét 
them incorporated. There is no evidence to 
show that any one opened his head on the 
subject when the platform was taken up. 

To the surprise of many politicians, an open 
attack on the civil service plank was made 
in committee by part of the Washington 
delegation. Congreseman Snapp of Joliet, 
supported by Congressman Lorimer, endeav- 
ored to have everything pertaining to civil 
service stricken from the platform. In this 
attempt they were defeated by a vote of 
15 to 8. 


Cannon Boom Hardly Noticed. 


Speaker Cannon’s presidential aspirations 
ere given the encouragement of his fellow 
republicans in Illinois, but it was without any 
noticeable enthusiasm. tiie name was 
cheered every time it was mentioned, but 
when the convention came to the platform, 


the ticket had been nominated and half the 
‘delegates were gone. 


If it had not been for 
the men from Cannon's own district, the 
Eighteenth, there would not have been any 
nose at all when his indorsement was 
adopted. 

When Senator Shelby M. Cullom was pro- 
claimed the candidate of the republican party 
for the United States senate there were a few 
spasmodic cheers, but no delegate became 
the victim of uncontrollable enthusiasm. 

It -was a convetnion which would have had 
to sit down on a bent pin to display any real 
interest in life. There was more animation 
when it began to rain through the skylights 
than was produced wy any political happen- 
ings. 


Hopkins Lauded in Twelve Words. 
7 
Senator Albert J. Hopkins and Senatorial 


Candidate William G. Webster were among | 


‘those present,’’ Hopkins in the spirit and 
Webster in the flesh. The former remained 
at his hotel, the latter took a seat among 
the delegates to hear his figures read. 

Mr. Hopkins barely gotin the money. At 
first it was thought that he had not been 
mentioned during the convention, but after- 
wards a careful examination of the platform 
was made and it was discovered that he oc- 
cupied twelve words init. Hopkins is near- 
ing the autumn of his political life. 

As the met result of the convention, Gov. 
Deneen finds himself in possession of the 
party machinery, having at least twenty- 
four of the thirty-three members of the state 
committee. This is sufficient assurance that 
it will be organized as he desires. 

He also finds himself a little ahead of the 
party. Two y@ars ago he had the party back 
of him for civil service? primary legislation, 
and the Chicago charter acts. This year he 
has to go it alone for his proposed legisia- 
tion, with the exception that civil service and 
the primary law have been indorsed. 


Smulski’s Success Makes Soreness. 


Some criticism of the nomination of Smul- 
ski is expected. Andrew Russell of Jackson- 
ville had 689 instructed delegates on the first 
ballot to Smulski’s 622 and was defeated on 
the second by 1,124 to 388, nearly half of his 
delegates having flopped to the Chicago man. 
The nomination was in accordance with the 
letter and spirit of the primary law, but the 
advocates of direct plurality primaries will 
hold the nomination of Smulski against the 


governor and his enemies will make capital 


of it. 
‘ It is probable that Russell would have been 


nominated if it had not been for the fact 
that he has been regarded as the candidate 
of the private bankers, who have been op- 
posed to the extension of state supervision 
to their banks. Every bill introduced im the 
legigiature to extend the supervision has 
been defeated through their influence and

With the weather bureau’s promige of cooler 
weather little more than a promise yester- 
day Chicago suffered greatly from the heat. 
A short rain in the middle of the day brought 
only temporary relief. 

By tonight it.is promised definitely that it 
will be cooler, with showers, and that lower 
temperature will prevail for several days. 

The intense humidity of yesterday took 
several lives and caused many prostrations. 
A maximum of ¥1° was reached at 11:30 
o'clock in the morning, and after the rain 
brought .14 of an inch of water the shifting 
of the wind sent the bulb down to 8U°. But 
the humidity stood 838 per cent for the day 
and was the chief cause of the suffering and 
discomfort.

Bathe by Electric Light. 

Twenty-five thousand persons went bath- 
ing at night by electric light, according to 
police estimates. The public bathing 
beaches and municipal swimming poole were 
open and offered relief from the sticky, de- 
bilitating heat." 

“This just about breaks our record,” said 
Manager John J. Dempsey of the Armour 
square, Thirty-third street and Shields ave- 
nue. “ Here it is 9 o'clock and we have had 
780 men in this swimming pool since supper 
time. I guess that is * going some.’ 

“And they are all men, too~—not a boy in 
the lot. All of them are working men who 
need the refreshment. I don’t know how 
they got along before this pool Was opened. 
A few of them are here for sport, but most 
of them, apparently, for relief from the de- 
preseing heat.’ 

Under the big électric lights the pool shim- 
mered and sparkled with the constant e plash- 
ing. There were shoute and “oha’”’ and 
“ahs” as the men ran out of the dressing 
rboms and dived into the pool. Everywhere 
in the water were gleaming arms and shoul- 
ders. An endless chain of men went off the 
springboard in long, luxurious dives. The 
hard part of it came when, at the end of the 
thirty minutes, the swimmers were ordered 
out to make room for the newcomers. 


Women Throng to Pool. 

It was “ladies’ night” down at 
square, Forty-fourth street and Marshfield

MORPHY AIDS HEARST BOW, | 


Head of Tammany on Record in 
Gubernatorial Fight. 


JEROME AGAIN ASSAILS BOSS. 


Publisher Asserts He Cares Nothing 
for Tiger or Its Own. 


New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.}~—Charles PF. 
Murphy, leader of Tamtnany, remarked to- 
day that he had discovered no Jerome senti- 
ment in Tammany hall, but found lote of 
Hearst sentiment. This is considered tanta- 
mount to declaring for Hearst. 

Murphy’s virtual declaration that .Tam- 
many is for Hearst for governor made the 
well known hostility bétween Murphy and 
McClellan an open break. Fire Commissioner 
John H. O'Brien, in a statement from Sara- 
toga, declaring for Jerome for governor, 
made it clear that Mayor McClellan and all 
the mayor’s friends are for Jerome, and a 
lively fight is promised. 

Murphy’s statement was repeated to 
Jerome, who thought it over for some time, 
then had something to say about Hearst, 
Murphy, political bosses, and the principle 
on Which he says he is a candidate for gov- 
ernor. Mr. Jerome said; 

“Tt ig no surprise to me to find Murphy 
practically declaring for, Hearst. The only 
reason for my taking an active part in poll- 
tics this year ig to carry on the fight of last 
year, which was a fight to free the people 
and the parties from the domination of Just 
guch political panhandlers. 


Gives Hearst Vicious Slap. 


“* Birds of a feather flock together.’ And

As he is 
a down state man, he had accumulated more 
yotes than Smulski had acquired in the other 
race, having 700% to 461% for Bangs, 235 for 
Kimzey, and 18 for Edwards on the first 
ballot.

Before the second ballot could be started 
Edwards withdrew his name fr6m the consid- 
eration of the convention, and Kimzey fol- 
lowed suit.

The secretaries: started the second roll 
call, but did hot get far with it. They had 
called fifteen counties and seventeen wards 


of Cook, when Bangs, finding that thus far he - 


had received only thirteen votes, secured the 
attention of the chair to withdraw his name 
and to move that the nomination of Blair be 
maés unanimous, which was done without 
further formality. 


Slight Setback for Slate. 


There were four university trustees to be 
nominated, one for a vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Congressman McKinley from 
the board. The slate was Mrs. Alexander, 
Hatch, Lehman, and McLean, but an out- 
sider was put Into the race by Col. Hunter, 
a delegate from Oak Park, who nominated 
Walter 8S. Parker of La Grange. 

By a resolution submitted by Solon Phil- 
brick of Champaign, which was adopted by 
the convention, it was decided that the four 
candidates receiving the highest vote shou 
be nominated and that the one of the four 
having the smallest vote should be the can- 
didate for the vacancy. 

The roll call revealed a number of local 
prejudices against the candidates. In Cook 


county there was a comparatively heavy 
vote for Parker, cutting Lehman. ‘“ Dave ”’

Platform Rushed Forward. 

The first four were declared the nominees 
of the party. 

In accordance with the rapid transit meth- 
ods of the convention, Willlam R. Jewell, 
postmaster at Danville, chairman of the reso- 
lutions committee, was brought forward im- 
mediately with the platform. 

Half the delegates had filed out by this time, 
but theré was sufficient disorder in the con- 
vention hall to make it impossible for Jewell 
to be heard. At the noisy request of a half 
hundred men the postmester gave the reso- 
lutions over to one of the stronger voiced sec- 
retaries for promulgation. The text of the 
platform will be found in another column. 

The mention of the names of various party 
leaders was greeted with cheers, but not 
of the soul stirring variety. Cullom passed 
off with a few whoops, Cannon with a few 
more, and Gov. Deneen with a few addi- 
tional. 

In the resolutions committee, of which 
the platform was the product, the chief 
dispute had been over the civil service plank. 
There are two versions of what the Wash- 
ington delegation wanted. One is that they 
tried to eliminate all mention of the merit 
system from the platform and the other 
is that they wished merely to strike out the 
pledge to extend the state system. 


Snapp Protects Prisoh Interests. 


Congressman Snapp made the motion to 
eliminate. He is chiefly interested, because 
the next move in the direction of civil serv- 
ice is likely to take In the penitentiaries. 
Snapp would not like to have the employés 
at Joliet under the merit law. 

He explained that his observation of the 
federal sys‘em had led him to believe that 
civil service was not a success and that it was 
unwise to pledge the party to any further 
steps in the matter. He moved to eliminate 
the pledge. Congressman Lorimer seconded 
the motion. 

President Moulton of the civil service com- 
mission, who was a member of the committee, 
moved that the Snapp motion be laid on the 
table, which was carried-by a vote of 15 to 
&, two members—Chairman Jewell and State 
Senator Campbell—not voting, according to 
unofficiat reports. 

The Cullom méh, who weré opposed to the 
interest and anti-pass planks, had expected 
that a proposition to include them would be 
made before the committee. They hed in- 
formed Gov. Deneen that they were opposed 
to committing the party on the pass business 
and thought it more properly &@ subject for 
him to discuss in a message to the legislature.

LEADS CHICAGO IN DIVORCES. 


‘Minneapolis, with Population of One to 
Ten, Has Separation Ratio of 
One to Eight. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 21.—[Special.}— 
With a population one-tenth as large as Chi- 
cago, it is estimated Minneapolis has grant- 
ed in the last twenty-one years one-eighth 
as many divorces as Chicago. The exact 
figures, as near as can be placed are: Chica- 
go, 40,000; Minneapolis, 5,000. Such is the 
estimate of Clifford Jermane, who is the gov- 
ernment’s representative in this city secur- 
ing statistics as to the number of divorces 
granted during the last*twenty years. 

“ One peculiar thing,” Ht said, “‘ about the 
work here is that there are five grounds or 
which one may secure a divorce, while in 
Washington or anywhere in the District of 
Columbia there is only one—infidelity. It ix

UNION PACIFIC TO SELL G. N. AND 
N. P. STOCK HOLDINGS? 


Plans for $100,000,000 Pool to Buy 
Up Big Block of Great Northern and 
Northern (Pacific Stock Are Revived 
—New Issue by Latter Road Forces 
Sale—Report of Projected Deal Is 
Confirmed in Well Informed Finan- 


cial Circles. 


New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.}—Plans for 
the formation of a syndicate to take over 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
stock held by the Union Pacific, which were 
proposed several months ago, again have 
been taken under consideration. In circles 
usually well informed concerning Union Pa- 
cific affairs it is said the formation of such 
a syndicate is in contemplation, although de- 
tails have not been fully determined. 


U. P.’s Holdings Enormous. 

The Union Pacific at the date of its last an- 
nual report held $18,665,259, par value, of 
Great Northern preferred stock, $24,295,152 
of Northern Pacific, and $12,850,000 of the 
stock of the Northern Securities company, 
which since has been exchanged for a pro- 
portional share of Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific. 

These holdings represented only part of 
the stocks of these two roads which were 
acquired by the Union Pacific in the course 
of the dissolution of the Northern Securities 
company. A large amount was sold prior 
to the dateyof the last annual report, it is 
understood’ Uniom Pacific’s holdifigs of 
these stocks have been further reduced since 
then. 


G. N. Stock Worth $54,000,000. 

At the present prices for Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern it would take more than 
$54,000,000 to purchase the Great Northern 
stock held by the Union Pacific at the date 
of the last annual report and more than $51,- 
000,000 to acquire ite Northern Pacific hold- 
ings. Any syndicate: formed to purchase 
these stocks would need therefore more than 
$100,000,000. 

It was reported im the financial district to- 
day that the Northern Pacific management 
hae in contemplation an issue of stock 
amounting to about $30,000,000, so Union Pa- 
cific, unless it disposes of its Northern Pa- 
cific holdings before the new stock is issued, 
may in the near future have occasion to In 
crease its holdings in Northern Pacific. 


WAUKEGAN FREE BATHS CLOSED 


Place Opened Three  onths Ago by 
Hebrew Women’s Society at Cost 
of $3,500 Finds No Patronage. 


Members of the Hebrew Ladies’ Aid society 
in Waukegan have decided to close the free 
public baths, which were opened three 
months ago at an. expense of $3,500. Al- 
though a woman attendant was present two 
days a week and a man attendant every.day, 
the tubs, the shower bath, and the swimming 
tank never were wet. Not a person ever took 
a bath there. The society decided that Wau- 
kegan people all have bath tubs of their own 
or else they use the lake. The baths were 
established in the interest of a large number 
of working people in South Waukegan, and 
they may be reopened in the winter.

Causes Prosecution of R. H. Mitchell 
When Expectoration in Street Car 
Annoys Him—<Accused Man Tells of 

" Police “Pull,” and Justice Says It 
Is a Cage of Word of One Against 
Another, Freeing Prisoner, Who 
Retaliates on Dr. E. 8. Antisdale.

Just because he tried to teach a lesson in 
respect for the law, Dr. Edwin 8. Antisdale 
says, he has become involved into al) sorts 
of trouble and does not expect to get out 
of it until Justice Everett hears the charge 
of disorderly conduct made against him in 
court this morning. Dr. Antisdale was ar- 
rested for disorderly conduct, he says, be- 
cause he had R. H. Mitchell, a real estate 
dealer, said to be a brother of Minrile Mitch- 
ell,, who was murdered four years ago, ar- 
rested for spitting on the floor of a street 
car. 
The trouble between Dr. Antisdale and 
Mitchell began on Aug. 16 on a Cottage 
Grove avenue car. Dr. Anisdale was sit- 
ting next to Mitchell, and the physician de- 
clares his neighbor expectorated freely. 
‘When the car reached Harrison street Mitoh- 
ell got off. Dr. Antisdale also got off. A 
policeman hove in sight and Dr. Antisdale 
had Mitchell arrested. 


Mitchell Claims a Pull. 


In Justice Caverly’s court yesterday Dr. 


Antisdale told the justice that Mitchel) said 
all he would have to do would be to show 
the inspector his card and he'd be free. 

‘** saw him spit twenty times, if not more,” 
declared Dr. Antisdale, “and, when I told 
him to stop it, he swore and told me to turn 
my face the other way if I didn't likeit. I 
told him he could spit in the street and he 
said, ‘If you'll get off the car, I'll knock 
your head off.’ 

“ When he left the car at.Harrison street 
I followed him until I met Policeman Hutch- 
inson. He’agreed to go to the police station, 
but he said, ‘ All I will have to do is to show 
my card to the police inspector and I will be 
free.’ ”’ 

Justice Caverly let the offender go. After- 
wards Dr. Antisdale expressed his opinion 
of the proceeding in terms fofcible. He said 
he thought there had been “ a miscarriage of 
justice.” 

Calls It Miscarriage of Justice. 

“TI swore that I saw the man spit on the 
floor and the motorman swore that he saw 
the result of the spitting, and yet the justice 
let Mitchell off,’’ ‘he declared. ‘‘ Now I am 
arrested on a charge of disorderly conduct, 
simply because I tried to secure the enforce- 
ment of the city ordinances.” 

Justice Caverly, when asked to explain his 
action, said: . 

“Neither the motorman nor the conductor 
saw him spitting, and so_it was simply oné 
man's word against another, and in such 
cases the benefit of the doubt must be given 
to the defendant.” 


AUTO BACKS DOWN STEEPHILL,

BARTZEN SCOLDS 
LAKE INSPECTORS 


Declares That Government Of- 
ficials Fail to Stop Over- — 
crowding of Boats. . 


MURRAY HAS A BUSY DAY. 


Food Investigators Find Viola- 
tions of the Law in Many ) 
Parts of the City. 


A clash between Buildigg Commissioner 
Bartzen and the United States government is 
in prospect. The zealous city official yester- 
day charged again that the government in- 
spectors, whose duty is to see that the lake 
steamers are not overcrowded, were not at- 
tending to business. He will take the matter 
up with the proper authorities, 

“Nearly every excursion steamer that 
leaves a Chicago dock is loaded with from 
300 to 500 more passengers than the govern- 
ment regulations Permit,"’ said the commis- 
sioner. “‘My men have the figures and can 
prove it.” 

The commissioner had just returned from a 
conference with Chief Collins. He induced 
the chief to give him tweive policemen to be 
stationed at the city docks. A day or two 
before the chief had said he could not spare 
the men. | 

Crowds Cause Danger. 

* Conditions will improve at the docks,”’ 
said the commissioner. ‘‘ Under pressure of 
the crowds persons have fallen into the river 
and have been drowned. The police will pre- 
vem this overcrowding in the future. The 
transportation companies have built railings 
along the landings and altered their stair- 
ways. 

“ Bridge Engineer Philfeldt has ordered the 
bridges and the approaches kept clear. But 
all of these precautions are useless, unless 
the government inspectore prevent the over- 
crowding of boats. On several days my men 
have counted 300 to 500 excess passengers on 
lake boats. The inspectors have grown care- 
less.”’ 

The commissioner visited the Fair, Roths- 
child’s, and other department stores in the 
afternoon. He found Jacob Kesner at the 
Fair just returned from a trip abroad. The 
Fair needs seven additional stairways, and 
Mr. Kesner said that the work would be 
started at once. 

Hughes Inspects Stations. 

Hearing that immugrants were not properly 
provided for in downtown railroad stations, 
Deputy Commissioner Hughes last night 
made an inspection of themall. The immi- 
grants are housed,when they come in on night 
trains for transfer to other stations, in “* im- 
migrant rooms" and if was reported that 
these were not provided with proper exits 
and that in some cases they were lockedin at 
midnight. Mr. Hughes found conditions sat- 
isfactory at all statione save Union station, 
where a single stairway formed the only exit 
and a carpenter shop adjoining was a 
menace, if it should take fire. The company 
will be ordered to install new stairways 


Bartzen Defies Aldermen. 

The commissioner again made it plain that 
“no alderman had a ‘pull’ in the building 
department,” when it was reported to him 
an official would “ see to it ” regarding a shed 
owned by Margaret Kelly, 1921 Indiana ave- 
nue, which is 48 feet larger than the law 
allows. He said the shed would be torn down 
if its size was not cut down. 

Injunction was asked in the Superior court 
by Louis J. Howard, proprietor of Howard's 
theater, Lincoln and Belmont avenue, 
against the city. The complainant asserts 
that Mr. Bartzen hee threatened to close 
the playhouse should Howard install mov- 
able scenery. The proprietor relates this is 
necessary and asks permission to use it, 


Condemn Much Spoiled Meat. 

Seven thousand pounds of sour “ sweet 
pickled meat’’ was condemned during the 
day at the packing house of Nelson Morris 
& Co. by Deputy City Food Inspectors Frost 
and Maher. 

The meat would hav® been sold to the pub- 
lic if the inspectors had not discovered it. 
Frost and Maher waited until the spoiled 
meat was tanked. 

Meanwhile Chief Food Inspector “ Fish ”’ 
Murray was busy in another part of the city. 
He secured three kinds of baking powder 
from the Jaques company, at Johnson street 
and Sixteenth place, and found that they 
were composed of alum, without any cream 
of tartar. The analysis showed phosphate 
alum sodium, bicarbonated acid, and corn 
starch. The cans were labeled: ** Absolutely 
pure.” 

Other Places Are Hit. 


Deputy Food Inspectors Turner and Cos- 
tello swore out warrants against twenty 
fruit and vegetable dealers in Wentworth 
avenue, between Forty-seventh and Fifty- 
second streets, whose places were discov- 
ered to be ina filthy condition. 

Murray and his inspectors have secured 
from the department stores 200 samples of 
pepper, spices, and ginger, and a large quan- 
tity of preserved fruit. The chief inspector 
said that analyses disclosed that 90 per cent 
of the pepper was composed of ground co- 
coanut shells, and the preserves contained 
giucose and other improper matter. 

Facing charges by the civil service com- 
mission, Oscar M. Rugen, a sidewalk in- 
spector, sent in his resignation. Mr. Rugen 
is a coal dealer at Fortieth avenue and Kin- 
zie street. Investigators found that he did 
no work for the city. 

Justice Smalley fined C. P. Swanson, 6441

White Man Protests When Presence 
of Southern Methodist Leader Is 
Discovered, and Pastor Enters 
Chair Car Until the Ohio River is 
Passed, Then They Are Allowed to 
Retarn to Berths—He Calls Treat- 


ment an Indignity. 


The Rev. Dr. C. H. Phillips, bishop of the 
Coloreaé Methodist Episcopal churches in Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, Texas, and portions 
of New Mexico and Arizona, recognized as 
one of the leading educators of the south end 
a close friend of Booker T. Washington, and 
his wife, were ejected from a Pullman sleep- 


ing car en route to Chicago because a white ) 


passenger objected to their presence. Bishop 
Phillips and his wife arrived in the city yes- 
terday from Nashville, Tenn., and are yisit- 
ing their son, Dr. Phillips, 2427 Wabash ave- 
nue. They are on their way to Battle Creek, 
Mich. After the-train crossed the Ohio river 
the conductor allowed Bishop and Mrs. Phil- 
lips to return to their Pullman berth. 

Bishop Phillips is a man of modest, intel- 
lectual demeanor. He has received five di- 
plomas from the Walton university, Nash- 
ville, and has twice been abroad én lecturing 
tours. His wife isa graduate of the Fisk uni- 
versity of Nashville, president of the colored 
W. Cc. T. U. of Tennessee, and vice president 
of the National Association of Colored 
Women. 

The man upon whose objection they were 
ordered out of the car was Irving McGrew, & 

, living near Pulaski, Tenn. 


Bishop Objects to Treatment. 

“T first of all wish to be understood that 
I am not advocating social equality or any- 
thing of that sort,” said Bishop Phillips. 
* That the negro of the south has his station 
and should recognize I readily admit, but I 
think myself and wife were submitied to in- 
dignities, and I do not intend to let the mat- 
ter drop lightly. 

“ When I purchased the Pullman ticket at 
Nashville the agent knew I was @ negro. 
He made no objection whatever. As long 
as he sold me the ticket the Pullman com- 
pany should have protetted me. The con- 
ductor tells me the only passenger who ob- 
jected was McGrew, although McGrew so- 
licited the sympathy of the other passengers. 
When the conductor tolé us to leave the car 
I asked for the return of our tickets and I 
would return to Nashville. He refused. 


Not Subject to “Jim Crow” Law. 

“TT demanded the reason for ejecting us, 
and he said he @idn’t know of any other 
than the white man’s objection. The ‘Jim 
Crow ’ car laws do not pertain to Pulimans, 
and it is customary for colored people who 
can afford it to ride to northern cities from 
Nashville in Pultmans without being trou- 
bled. Buta colored man wouldn’t think of 
entering a Pullman for southern pointe out 
of Nashville. 

“I had no intention of making a scene, 
and thought the matter had been dropped, 


when two policemen entered the car at Hop- 
kineviile, Ky., looking for the colored bishop. | 
They said they didn't know why we were 
to be ejected, but that we'd better move, as | 
there was a crowd outside. We did as re- 
quested. 

“I feared to leave the train, not knowing 
but ‘that the crowd had gathered to do in- 
jury to us, so we went back to the chair car. 
After crossing the Ohio river, about 1:45 | 
a. m., the Pullman conductor told us we 
could return to our berth. The man McGrew 
appeared angry when he arose this morning 
nd found we were in the car. White men 
throughout Tennessee treat me with respect, 
and I was surprised at my ejectment.”’ 


BEGINS A CRUSADE AGAINST 
BLOCKADES OF STREETCARS. 


City Superintendent of Transportation 
Writes Another Sharp Letter to Gen- 
eral Manager of Union Traction. 


Declaring that the busiest corner in the 
world, Madison and State streets, was no 
place for the storage of street cars, Dr. 
Maurice F. Doty, city superintendent of 
transportation, sent another sharp letter of 
complaint yesterday to John M. Roach, gen- 
éral manager of the Union Traction company. 

Dr. Doty found a long line of cars at the 
street intersection in the afternoon, forming 
a blockade extending to Fifth avenue. In 
his letter he said to Mr. Roach: 

“If you have more care than you can uti- 
lize, it seems to mg that they could be stored 
somewhere besides State and Madison streets, 
which is the most congested corner in the 
world.” 

He mentioned also the practice of cars of 
the company waiting for time at Dearborn 
and Adams streets, Randolph and State 
streets, State and Van Buren streets, and 
Adams and State streets. 

“I have detailed officers to keep tab on 
these cars and intend to enter suit against the 
company wherever these blockades occur,’ 
the letter concluded. “It is poor policy to 
have cars waiting anywhere for time in the 
loop district and we certainly cannot allow 
you to create a blockade simply to permit the 
street car company to preserve its sacred 
schedule.” 

Preparations were made by contractors to 
barricade the entrances to the Van Buren 
street tunnel. Steel columns will be put in 
along the sides, with girders above.
